Garden of the Gods—Climb of 


Pike's Peak. 


In the thirty-second article, men-

there was nothing "wild and woolly" 
conceivable, and no factories. Man-

tourist city ready to accommodate 
visitors and entertain them courte- 
ously. 
Five thousand nine hundred 


and ninety-two feet is a favorable 
altitude for climate and transporta- 
tion, these inducements making it 
easy to add ten thousand transients 
to the permanent population. It is 
said that the great weath preeminent 
in the homes of so many beautiful 
mansions, may be traced to Cripple 
Creek gold fields some distance be- 
yond the city. 


The morning following our arrival, 


the nooks of interest were planned 
for, Manitou being the first, a town of 
1,500 at an elevation of 6,300 feet 
and lying at the junction of three 
clefts in the rocky hills. 
In justice 


to the sulphur, soda and iron springs, 
ten in all, that were regarded as 
physical benefactors by the Indians, 
they named the place "The Great 
Spirit," or Manitou, the deity of the 
Red Man. The soda water of which 
we drank was somewhat similar to 
that of the Shasta Springs. 
. A few hours later we brought the 
Spruce Tree Cliff Ruins to view. Cliff 
Canon, in which these are located, is 
supposed to be an exact counterpart 
of the many canons of theMesaVerde. 
These ruins of the Cliff Dwellers, 
now an extinct race, are designed to 
show the natural abode of those In- 
dians, but however naturally archi- 
tectural skill has replaced them, there 
is a something m the surrounding 
atmosphere that savors of commer- 
cialism which robs the ruins of their 
true meaning, The Petrified Forests 
of Arizona were ihe hajjdjwork of 
Nature untouched and undefilea by 
man; Laguna was a real product of 
tile Indian ingenuity: both of these 


lately visited, produced a 


-*~ charm, a bewitching influence, but 


for some reason that charm was miss- 
ing here, beautiful as it was, and in- 
teresting to many hundreds of tour- 
ists as it may have been. 


The Garden of the Gods, one of the 


many gardens and parks celebrated 
for grotesque lorms and shapes of 
rock produced "either by nature's 
great upheavals, or erosion by the 
elements, was vividly held in memory 
eince reading John L. Stoddard's ac- 
count of the same, during high school 
days. 
Here again v, as the worship- 


ing grounds of the Indians, a mighty 
cathedral of 900 acres, dotted with 
fantastic forms of rock, to him the 
images of their divinities, and «not 
without its spires and doorway, the 
latter vertically inclined layers of 
rock 330 feet in height, ajar, through 
which a glimpse was afforded of the 
peak familiar to every tourist. One's 
imagination tingled with delight at 
the sight of Mother Grundy and the 
Washerwoman. The Seal and Rocky 
Baggage Room, Mushrooms of rocky 
texture, growing upon the backs of 
red sandstone Turtles, the Hanging 
Rock and Balanced Rock all stood 
obedient to their Dutch Captain. 
Pharaoh's Mummy capped the scene 
with age. The Three Graces recalled 
Greek Mytholog5r. Twin Walruses, a 
Beehive, Sleeping Lamb, Bear and 
Seal were the subjects tor Punch & 
Judy's zoological 
haired Queen of 


garden.

near the Scotchman, and the Merry 
Widow and a Tamoshanter bid defi- 
ance and boasted of not having been 
worn by other than the wind and 
rain. Other wierd forms with varia- 
ble names lay in the background.

A rock 
lay to the left of which I was apprised 
by way of the question, "Within how 
many inches of 'the top do you think 
you can reach?"

by the time the sun had set. Having 
enjoyed a hearty supper and a few 
hours rest, dressed in proper apparel,

Climb of Pike's Peak, 


To start the narrative without an 


effort at presenting a mental grasp 
of the topography of the State of 
Colorado, would be narrowing the 
concept of the reader to too vague 
and critical an opinion of what such 
a climb really means, what it teaches, 
and what may be learned enroute. 
By those unacquainted and some- 
what indifferent toward mountain 
scaling, the same appeals as a mere 
foolhardy expedition. 
Those people 


frequently forget the universal psy- 
chological law that man enjoys most 
for what he works, or negatively, 
those things are appreciated least 
which one receives without an effort. 


Like California, Colorado has five 


life zones, all the zones any part of 
the U. S. may have. (California may 
have six due to Death Valley below 
sea level.) 
Pennsylvania probably 


has no more than one. 
The great 


altitudes of the former necessary to 
provide all these belts of fauna and 
flora, increases its interest to the 
students of natural history and to the 
lovers of cherished alpine rugged 
scenery; but it lessens the possibili- 
ties of agriculture and railroad engi- 
neering. 
While Colorado is two and 


one-third times larger than the State 
of Pennsylvania, its forty-eight peaks 
more than 13,000 feet in elevation, 
eighteen passes (through mountain 
ranges) more than 9,000 feet in 
height (save one, Poncha, 8,945) and 
fourteen lakes all higher than seven 
thousand feet above the sea, clearly 
explain why it sustains only 5,500 
miles of railroad to the latter state's 
supply of 11,400. 
The state is a 


princely domain of peaks, ravages, 
passes, lakes which defies the science 
of engineering, yet nevertheless time 
may make this the world's Play- 
ground for summer seasons, as enter- 
prise continues to drill through its 
rocky walls and lay its paths to snowy 
summits. 
In the far away future 


Texas may cease to boast the largest 
railroad mileage (14,500 in 1911) of 
any state in the Union, and Illinois 
drop from second to third. 


The narrower latitude and the ab- 


sence of low hot areas of great hu- 
midity or aridity, hinder the compar- 
atively rich fauaa and flora of such 
states as Texas and California. The 
plains of the eastern slope, the Rocky 
Mountain system traversing the cen- 
ter and the ruggeclness of the western. \ 
area, gives to this state three general 
topographical 
regions 
extendin; 


north and south, in contrast to the 
zones referred to existing in succes- 
sive horizontal altitudes. The eastern 
region extending over one-third of 
the whole area, to the city of Denver, 
is rather evenly surfaced, inclining 
gently upward from 3,000 feet at its 
eastern boundary. Since the Upper 
Sonora or Austral zone includes all 
territory in the state up to approxi- 
mately 6,600 feet of altitude, adding 
to all of this eastern region, formerly 
stated to have included about one- 
third of the whole, that of the west- 
ern region within the given altitude, 
the first zone would aggregate terri- 
tory nearly half 
(50,000 
square 


miles) of the entire state. For this 
reason, the Austral or Sonoran Zone 
is of the greatest importance, es- 
pecially from an agricultural view- 
point. 
For a detailed characteriza- 


tion of this as well as other zones, 
reference is made to the work of 
Merritt Gary. We give the faintest 
idea of what these zones possess. 
Among the mammals of the first zone 
are: Black-tailed nack rabbit, long- 
eared bats, antelope, prairie dogs, 
badger and long-tailed weasel. Of 
the many birds, readers will recog- 
nize the burrowing owl, giasshopper 
sparrow, catbird, brown 
thrasher, 


mockingbird, bobwhite and the mea- 
dowlark. 
Among the many plants 


are: Cottonwood, willow, chokeberry, 
wild plum and sumac. (For a more 
complete account, the Col State Agri- 
College is suggested, or MerrittCary). 
Rattlesnakes, blue racers and lizards 
are the most common reptiles. 


The foothill zone of Colorado, the 


second in order, is called Transition, 
and extends upward from the first to 
an altitude of 8,400 feet. It covers 
about 25,000 square miles or one- 
fourth of the area of the state. It is 
by no means uniform in width, as is 
the layer of a cake, because of the 
many plateaus, intervening 
desert 


valleys and difference in the steepness 
of slope incline. Only about six spe- 
cies of mammals appear to be re- 
stricted to it, two squirrels, three 
gophers and a bat. Skunk and moun-

Of the breeding birds, the sage hen 
and saw-whet owl are common. The 
Transition Zone is a partially open 
region of sage-covered slopes and 
parks alternating with brushy slopes 
of chokeberry and Juneberries. 
The 


Yellow Pine is the characteristic tree, 
and Douglas spruce abounds on the 
sharp declivities and the tops of high 
plateaus. Dogwood, Stonecrop, Tiger 
Lily and Blue Flag are common flow- 
ers. 
Of the reptiles, garter snakes 


and horned toads are found. 
The 


few areas open for cultivation are 
favorable for potatoes, alfalfa, wheat, 
timothy, oats, rye and ranching. All 
the vegetables, hardy cereals, apples 
and cherries reach development in 
this zone. 


The cap of all the higher western 


plateaus lies in the Canadian Zone, so 
named because it reaches sea level in 
Canada, the upper limit in altitude 
being about 10,000 feet. 
The open 


portions small in area are grassy 
parks, while aspens and spruces sup- 
ply the forests. 
This zone is poorly 


adapted to crojps, and what little 
benefit there is to be secured comes 
from wild hay, summer range for cat- 
tle and timothy. The fact that wild 
strawberries, 
raspberries 
and cur- 


rants grow in this belt, suggests a 
possibility of cultivation. The wood- 
chuck, black bear, Canadian lynx and 
marten live here with the flycatcher 
and woodpecker. Alder, elder, col- 
umbine, yarrow and black-eyed Susan 
make up the herbage in small part, 
while the only reptile observed is 
:he garter snake. 
•- 
<„. 


Just below the timber line,va for- 


est belt of variable width along_the 
upper slopes of mountain ranges, sug- 
gests the Hudsonian Zone. Its upper 
limit is approximately 11,500 feet. 
This zone reaches sea level in the 
Hudson Bay region, from which it 
takes its name. The vertical width, 
in the Colorado mountains, varies 
from 600 to 1,500 feet, the lower 
boundary being scarcely definable. 
The upper limit is more distinct be- 
cause of the edge of timber growth. 
The common conifers are the balsam 
fir, spruce and the foxtail~pine, amid 
which the mountain sheep make their 
home. The bird life is restricted to 
less common types and the plant life 
includes but few with common names, 
small-flowered 
columbine, shrubby 


cinquefoil and the paint brush might 
be recognized by natives of the At- 
lantic border. 


The crests of all the highest peaks 


lie within the highest or Arctic-Alpine 
Zone. Any point bejond the timber- 
line lies within its boundary. 
The 


area is a bare and bleak region cov- 
ered with snow for the greater part 
of the year, a condition prohibitive 
of a variety of lite of any kind. 
Mountain sheep, grizzly bear, coyotes, 
western fox and porcupine range 
along the timber line. 
Ptarmigan 


and the rosy finch are restricted to 
this zone at breeding time. Shrubs a 
few inches in height to but three 
feet, hug the ground in fear of the 
riborous climate. 
Even beyond the 


sight of appreciative eyes, beautiful 
snowball saxifrage, brilliant marsh 
marigolds, duckweed, stonecrop and 
arctic gentian seem to bloom in vain. 
The spring beauty and for-get-me-not 
too, live away up there, dwarfed in 
body but not depressed in spirit. 
Mosses and lichens alone grow above 
13,000 feet. Probably, a reader may 
now be able to close his eyes and im- 
agine the whole state, with its three 
parallel ribbons extending north and 
south and massive horizontal slices of 
earth, five in all, fitting snugly upon 
each other, each diminishing in vol- 
ume as the top is approached. 
The 


whole is a great puzzle indeed. 


Pike's Peak is not the most loft of 


its neighbors. 
Twenty-five others 


surpass it in altitude; but the travel- 
er journeying toward the setting sun 
hails it first among them all, as he 
travels across the plafn. For the pio- 
neers, it stood a monument, and its 
name was on the tongue of every dar- 
ing immigrant to the West since its 
discovery in 1806. The intrepid, Pike 
(Major Zebulon M. Pike) the explor- 
er, heading a body of United States 
soldiers, 
sighted 
the snow-white 


reach-its top, he exclaimed, "No hu- 
man being" 'could ascend to its pin- 
nacle." 
Had he persisted, success 


might have crowned him as readily'.as 
Dr. Edwin James, who first reached 
the-apex, July 14, 1819. Mrs. James 
H. Holmes claims a line in history as 
the first successful woman to scale 
it August 5, 1858. 
In spite of these 


outwitting events, it is fitting that the 
great mountain should bear the name 
of him who first described it to Eng- 
lish speaking people. 
On November 


13, Major Pike recorded that he saw 
a light-blue cloud, which he conclud- 
ed to be a mountain, and when his 
small tfarty arrived on the hill, they 
with one accord, gave three cheers to 
the "Mexican Mountains." 
Fourteen 


days thereafter, with three associates, 
he attempted the ascent. 
Having 


reached the summit of Cheyenne 
Mountain, poorly clad, temperature 
below freezing and surrounded by 
deep snow, he saw the discouraging 
prospect of the peak fifteen miles be- 
yond, covered with snow and again 
as high as what they had ascended. 
Knowing that one full day would be 
required to merely reach its base, in 
despair, he turned his back to the 
mountain that perpetuates his mem- 
ory.

BOND ISSUE RUINOUS 


Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce 


Says Plan is Wasteful. 


Remarkable action was taken by 


the Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce 
last Thursday night, when it rescind- 
ed a former indorsement of the $50,- 
000,000 state road bond proposal, to 
go before the voters next month, and 
by a vote of 61 to 9 adopted resolu- 
tions disapproving of the bonds. 


The fight against the bond issue 


was led by H. H. Willock, who de- 
clared the chamber is opposed to it 
"because the present road law and 
its provisions for the improvement of 
roads out of current tax revenues, 
and in co-operation with the counties 
and townships of the state, is a good 
law, 
and adequate for all present 


road requirements," and, further, 
"because the proposed plan is finan- 
cially improvident, unwise and waste- 
ful of the state's revenues." 


At a chamber meeting on Septem- 


ber 11, the bond issue was given 
favorable consideration, and E. J. 
Kent was authorized to go as a dele- 
gate to the recent good roads conven- 
tion at Harrisburg. 
Kent's report 


came up for approval at Thursday 
night's meeting, and, to the dismay of 
the bond enthusiasts, was rejected. 
The chamber then formally reconsid- 
ered its former action, and as a wind- 
up, adopted the resolutions condemn- 
ing the bond proposal. 


Objections to the bond plan, set 


forth in the resolutions, are that the 
proposed bonds will eat up $60,000,- 
000 of the state revenue in interest; 
that $5,000,000 a year can be pr'o- 
vide for road building out of the 
revenues, and- this in ten years will 
amount to the total of the proposed 
bond issue; that the State of New 
York, which issued $50,000,000 of 
road bonds, found it necessary to 
issue another 
$50,000,000 in six 


years; that the cost of the upkeep of 
the roads in a few years will amount 
to $15,000,000 a year, and that the 
plan is unlair to Allegheny County, 
which already has made a large in- 
vestment in roads. 


T. J. Gillespie was the principal 


champion of the bonds. 
The speak- 


ers in opposition, besides Mr. Willock, 
included Oliver McClintock and Allen 
T. Burns.

Steamship Volturno Ablaze in Wreck 


in Storm 24 Hours 


BEFORE 521 ARE S A V E D 


Four Life Boats Smashed and Two 


Others Launched in Safety Not 


Found and Given Up for Lost. 


London, October 11.—Not since 


the Titanic sank has Europe been so 
thrilled as by a wireless message to- 
day telling of the burning of the 
steamship Volturno in mid-Atlantic 
with a loss, so far as is at present 
known, of 135 lives and the rescue of 
521. 
The survivors are now aboard 


a fleet of steamers summoned by the 
Volturno's call for help, some of 
which are bound eastward and others 
westward. 


The Volturno sailed from Rotter- 


dam, October 2, for New York. Ac- 
cording to the official statement she 
carried 22 first cabin passengers, 538 
steerage and a crew numbering 96. 


The rescue ships reached the scene 


of the disaster in plenty of time to 
save all, but for hours stood by the 
blazing vessel, impotent, because of 
the storm, to reach the agonized men, 
women and children crowding the af- 
ter part of the ship and within a 
stone's throw. 


Waves Hold Rescuers at Bay 


All night Thursday the lifeboats 


made desperate efforts to get^along- 
side the Volturno, but the waves 
beat them back again and again, and 
not until the storm abated at daylight 
Friday did the rescuers succeed in re- 
moving the survivors from the doom- 
ed ship. 


Exactly how the rescue was effect- 


ed is not known. The Volturno was 
well equipped with boats, sufficient, 
the agents say, for 1,000 people; but 
the boisterous sea or lack of boat 
drill or panic among the passengers 
prevented the successful employment 
of them. The rescue ships were able 
to lower lifeboats, but apparently 
most of the boats launched from the 
Volturno were smashed or upset and 
the occupants drpwned. Two of the 
boats, crowded with passengers, are 
reported to have got away from the 
ship, but a search for them has 
proved fruitless and they have prac- 
tically been given up as lost. 
The 


occupants of these boats are includ- 
ed in the death roll. 


Ten Liners Watch, Helpless 


Th'e 
ste'amer 
Carmiinla; bound 


from New York for Liverpool, was 
78 miles away when the call for help 
sounded. Captain Barr, ordering full 
steam, in spite of the gale, drove 
through the seas at 20 knots an hour 
and was first of the fleet to reach the 
burning vessel. She was followed by 
La Touraine, Minneapolis, 
Rappa- 


hannock, Czar, Narragansett, Devon- 
ian, Kroonland, Grosser Kurfurst and 
Seydlitz at various hours throughout 
the day. 
But try as they might the 


rescuing vessels could get neither 
line nor lifeboat to the Volturno, the 
forward part of which was almot 
hidden by a dense cloud of smoke 
when the Carmania arrived. 


The burning steamer lay in the 


trough of the sea, pounding helpless- 
ly, with her propellers fouled by the 
boats' tackle. 
The terrified passen- 


gers were huddled together as far as 
it was possible to get from the flames, 
while throughout the day the officers 
and crew fought desperately with 
whatever appliances were at hand to 
hold the fire in check. 


Frantic Passengers Drop Into Sea, 
But nigh't came on and the seas 


abated only slightly. 
The circle of 


steamers kept their searchlights play- 
ing and waited patiently within the 
danger zone for the first moment 
when they might again launch the 
life boats. 


The hopelessness of the situation 


was manifested at 9 o'clock in .the 
evening, when a great explosion tore 
away a part of the upper works, and 
flames burst from the engine room. 
It then became a matter of how long 
the Volturno would stay above the 
waters. 


Meanwhile several of the terrified 


passengers, wrapped in life buoys, 
dropped .pver into the sea. One of 
them was taken aboard the Carma- 
nia. 
It may be that others found a 


haven with other vessels of the fleet, 
but some undoubtedly were swept 
away. 


When day broke the Volturno was 


still afloat. The gale had moderated 
and the seas had calmed down. From 
almost every one of the encircling 
steamers lifeboats were sent out, and 
into these the women and children 
were lowered 
first. 
Several 
trips 


were necessary before the survivors 
were removed to a place of safety. 
The blazing wheck wcs then aban- 
doned and could not long have re- 
mained afloat. 


Piro Starts as Storm Rages 


The .fire on the Volturno is said to 


have originated in the engine room at 
9:30 o'clock, Thursday morning, and 
is supposed to have started from the 
friction of a rod of one of the twin 
propellers fouled at the height of the

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storm. It spread rapidly, driving the 
engineers and firemen from their 
quarters and leaving the big vessel 
at the mercy of the mountain-high 
waves. 


This made the work of transferring 


the passengers extremely hazardous 
and the survivors say that four life- 
boats capsized in contact with the 
bouncing ship, after being filled with 
passengers, and that all on board 
perished. Only two of the boats low- 
ered weathered out the ordeal. The 
other survivors 
were either 
tak- 


en 
from 
rafts 
or 
picked 
up 


from the water, where they had 
jumped overboard. 
Most of the vic- 


tims of the disaster were immigrants. 
There were 538 names on the steer- 
age list and only 22 on that of the 
first cabin. Most of the crew of 96 
were saved. 
The captain, purser, 


steward and several of the engineers 
were among the rescued. 


Believe Many Burned to Death 
It is the opinion of the survivors 


that many of the victims of the dis- 
aster were burned to death and not 
drowned, as the first reports would 
seem to indicate. 
Indeed, they say 


that so ^fiercely did the blaze spread 
that many of the immigrants were I 
burned in their quarters without a 
chance of reaching more fortunate 
portions of the deck. Others, crazed 
by the spectacle, jumped overboard. 


The Volturno has had a somewhat 


noted career. 
On her first trip to 


Halifax a few years ago she brought 
irto that port the crew of a French 
bark, La Champagne, whom she res- 
cued in mid-Atlantic during a storm 
,is violent as that in which the Vol- 
(urno was destroyed. The Volturno, 
then commanded by Captain Harri- 
son, stayed by the sinking vessel for 
four days until the seas moderated 
sufficiently to launch a lifeboat. 


Explosion Adds to 'J'error 


At about 9 o'clock in the evening, 


when the darkness was at its black- 
est, flames burst through amidships 
of the Volturno from her engine room 
and coal bunkers. As the fire lighted 
up the sky this was followed by an 
explosion, which sent into the air 
.burning wreckage like a flight of 
•rockets. 


The spectacle of the great vessel 


being consumed by fire with over 500 
'souls on board of her and surround- 
ed by a fleet of huge lighted hulls 
crowded with thousands of spectators, 
all anxious but unable to help owing 
to the mountainous seas, beggared 
description. 


All that could he done by the 


would-be helpers was to throw over- 
board from their vessels dozens of 
lighted life-buoys and stand by in the 
hope of picking up some of those who 
had been cast into the sea. 


At 9:20 o'clock the wireless oper- 


tor on board the Volturno had to turn 
over the connection of his instrument 
to the reserve batteries, as the fire 
had reached the boilers and the en- 
gine room, and had put the pumps' 
and dynamos out of action. 


Voice From Sea Brings Rescue 
A few minutes later cries for help 


were heard rising from the water 
near the Carmania, and then a man, 
v;ho proved to be a steerage passen- 
ger of the Volturno wearing a life 
belt, was located by means of the 
searchlight a short distance away, 
tossed about by the sea. He was res- 
cued, but only after one of the sail- 
ors of the Carmania had been low- 
ered into the water with a life line, 
which he placed around the waist of 
the exhausted floating man. 
Other 


cries were heard, but these gradually 
died away, and no further bodies or 
swimming people were seen. 


About midnight a ray ot hope 


came, for it was seen that the flames 
were not making much headway aft 
of the engine room or the after- 
bulkhead of the Volturno. 


By daybreak the Volturno was still 


floating with her great human cargo 


huddled in masses on her poop. The 
sea had moderated considerably and 
a flotilla of boats gathered round the 
stern of the Volturno. 


Carmania Beports 521 Saved 
Captain JBarr's oflicial report of the 


disaster to the oflices of the Cunard 
Line, timed on board the Carmania at 
6:30 o'clock this morning, says: 


"The Volturno was abandoned on 


account of fire on Friday, October 10, 
in latitude 48.25 north, longitude 
34.33 west. 
All the survivors were 


] taken off. 


"The following is a list of those 


saved on board the 
10 assisting 


steamers: 


"Carmania, 11; Touraine, 40; Min- 


neapolis, 
30; 
Rappahannock,

Captain B.ar'r's report continues: 


"An incomplete list of those saved is 
on board the Carmania.

Advices 
have been received from the purser 
of the Volturno that the original j 
numbers on board that vessel when 
she sailed were 24 cabin passengers, 
540 steerage passengers and 93 crew, 
making a total of 757. The crew of 
the Volturno was saved by the Kroon- 
land; the captain, the chief, second, 
third and fifth engineers and two 
telegraphers by the Narrangansett, 
the bakers and a steerage steward 
by the Czar, the purser and the sur- 
geon 
by the 
Grosser 
Kurfuerst. 


Nineteen of the names have not been 
received by me." 


Victims Were Russian Jews 


Toronto, Ont., October 11.—At the 


headquarters of the Canadian North- 
ern Royal line here, it was stated 
that the Volturno while owned by j 
that company, had never been operat- 
ed by it. 
The Uranium line had it 


chartered for seven years and the 
Canadian Northern merely acted as 
agents for the Uranium company in 
Canada. 
The vessel WPS valued at 


$400,000 and insured for $300,000. 
Of the 286 immigrants 
bound for 


Halifax nearly all were Russian Jews 
and were bound for the Canadian 
west.

This is our last study In Israel's 


story until we come near to the closb 
of the forty years, and we must con- 
sider uot only the murmuring of the 
people because of the report of the ten 
spies, but also 
the

Koruh and his company against Aaron. 
Xo sooner are they out of Egypt than 
they a<re complaining and wishing they 
\veie buck ajrain (Ex. xlv. 10-12). And 
so it was all the way along, and in our 
next lesson we shall find the new gen- 
eration still murmuring like their fa- 
thers. 


In today's lesson we find them on the 


borders of the promised land, with 
nought to do but to so up and possess 
it (Deut. 1, 19-27). We might conclude 


the first three verses of our les- 


soii, if we had no other record, that it 
was part of the Lord's plan for them 
to send spies to "search out the land, 
and see if His description of it was 
f>n-ect; but from Devt. 5. 22. we find 
that the sending of spies was the peo- 
ples' suggestion, which Moses seems to 
have indorsed, no doubt thinking that 
such.a good land as he knew they 
would find it to be. would encourage 
them to go right up (Ps. ciil. 7). 


The Lord indulged them in tbeir de- 


sire, to send spies and commanded to 
send a ruler from each tribe. 
So 


Moses sent them that they might see 
it the land was good or bad, fat or 
lean, and to bring of the fruit of it 
(verses 17-20). 
When the Lord bad 


said to Moses that He would bring 
Israel unto a good land, and a large, 
unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey (Ex. iil. 8). we cannot think that 
he ever 
questioned 
whether 
these 


things were so or uot; but these uu 
believing people who could not believe 
anything unless they saw it had to see 
for themselves, aud they did, and the 
twelve spies returned after forty days 
with figs and pomegranates, and one 
cluster of grapes which two men hae 
to carry on a staff (verses 23-25). 


They testified as to the land "Surely 


it floweth with milk and honey, and 
this is the fruit of it" (verse 27).

TUESDAY NIGHT'S LECTURE 


HOW TO GET GOOD ROADS 


The time has long gone by when 


any argument in favor of good roads 
in Pennsylvania was needed. Every- 
body wants good roads. 
There is a 


demand for them from the people of 
all classes in every part of the state. 


The question that the people have 


now to discuss and decide is not 
whether or not good roads are want- 
ed, but how are we to get them. The 
Penrose-McNichol-Tener-Bigelow ma- 
chine taking advantage of this uni- 
versal desire for good roads, offers as 
a solution of the problem a constitu- 
tional amendment, authorizing the 
creation of a bonded debt for $50,- 
000,000. 


Considered solely from an eco- 


nomic standpoint, to make such a 
debt would be to adopt a policy that 
is absolutely wrong. 


The State Highway Department 


since it was established ten years ago 
has never shown that it is capable of 
building roads that will last, roads 
that can be fairly called permanent 
improvements, such as only would 
justify an. issue of bonds to construct 
them. 
Nothing could excuse us for 


bonding, ourselves and our posterity 
for a mere temporary expedient like 
the state roads that have been and 
are now being constructed. No indi- 
vidual partnership 
or corporation 


would think of pursuing such false 


taxes can be made so that the in- 
crease in state revenues rrom them 
will amount to much more than Mr. 
Sisson affected. 


Here can probably be found the 


reason why the public service cor- 
porations of the state are so anxious 
for a bond issue. They see a way to 
escape paying their fair share of 
taxes because of the tremendous de- 
mand tor good roads throughout the 
state.- 


The foregoing is a brief outline of 


the economic reasons why the people 
should 
defeat 
the 
constitutional 


amendment to authorize this great 
debt to build roads which would be 
completely worn out and gone before 
the last of the debt, was paid. 


But there are political as well as 


economic reasons why the proposed 
constitutional amendment should be 
voted down. 
The whole scheme is 


involved in politics. The State High- 
way Department has been organized 
as a political machine. 
Superinten- 


dents, inspectors and other subo'-' 
nates thoughout tfoe state, confessed- 
ly have been appointed because they 
were servants of the Penrose ma- 
chine and could be depended upon to 
do the bidding of the machine. 
Their 


qualifications- as road^ builders in 
their appointment was subordinated 
to their success as political manipu- 
lators and vote getters. 
The whole 


department from top to "bottom has 
been organized and is run' to build up 
and strengthen a selfish, corrupt and 
corrupting machine that 'for years 
has robbed and oppressed trie people 
tinder the pretense of Serving them.

so imperfect and its methods so hap- 
hazard that it is impossible to ascer- 
tain from the department or from the 
Auditor General what has been the 
average cost of the roads thus far 
built or how much money in the ag- 
gregate has been expended upon 
them. 


We know that since he came into 


office, State Highway Commissioner 
Bigelow has had at his disposal more 
than $12,800,000, or more than one- 
fourth of the money that would be 
realized from a $50,000,000 oond is- 
sue; that none of these roads are of 
a character that tiiey can be called 
permanent 
improvements; 
though 


some of them cost as high as $29,000 
a mile. 
We are told that for 190 


miles of them, the contractors were 
paid an aveiage of $13,341.18 per 
mile, but that does not include the 
"extras" allowed contractors nor the 
cost of engineering supervision and 
other work done by the Highway De- 
partment.

the eggs, came from and not till I 
went South did I know. The South 
sends trainloads of eggs in January, 
February and March. This cold stor- 
age law not only insures the busy 
housewife getting fresh eggs when 
she pays the price and cold storage 
eggs when she pays the price for this 
brand. 
There are twenty million 


eggs in cold storage and these, ac- 
cording to the new law, which went 
into effect August 14, must be sold 
within the next sixty days. Now if 
the speculators don't unload before 
December 14, they will find many 
thousands of dozens of eggs on their 
hands which they will be, unable to 
sell.

•he shows that since 1911 nearly 
twelve and one-half million dollars 
has been made available for use by 
the State Highway Department or 
more than four and a half million 
dollars a year. 


This am.ount can be increased very 


much by continuing the work which 
Auditor General Sisson began in re- 
vising the assessments of public ser- 
vice corporations and requiring them 
to pay to the state the amounts that 
are lawfully due frpm them. 


Tnus can be appropriated out of 


current revenues all the money that 
can be economically expended in 
road building, without the people 
burdening themselves with an enor- 
mous debt for improvements that are 
not permanent and will not be until 
we are able to build better roads than 
have been built by Highway Commis- 
sioner Bigelow or any of his official 
predecessors.—Harrisburg Patriot.
